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ANNUAL  REPORT  OP  THE  MEDICAL 
OFFICER  OP  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR 
ENDED  31ST  DECEMBER,  1962 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Strood  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959  require  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  a  district  to  prepare  an  annual  report 
on  the  state  of  health  of  the  area  under  the  administrative  control 
of  his  employing  Council  as  soon  after  the  end  of  the  year  as  is 
convenient. 

In  this  Rural  District  the  Council’s  Health  Department  is 
concerned  solely  with  matters  of  environmental  hygiene  and  the  control 
of  infectious  disease.  At  local  level  there  is  thus  a  two-tier 
preventative  health  service  with  the  County  Council  as  the  authority 
responsible  for  the  Personal  Health  Services  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act. 

The  year  under  review  will  be  remembered  locally  as  the  one  in 
which  the  Gypsies  (and  other  Travellers)  came  to  Cobham  (a  village  of 
some  300  inhabitants  in  the  area  of  the  Rural  District  Council). 

For  the  purposes  of  record  the  story  of  their  arrival  in  its 
briefest  form  followed  their  expulsion  from  a  traditional  area  of 
winter  harbourage  in  an ai joining  authority’s  area,  to  the  roadside 
by  the  main  trunk  road  -  here  they  became  the  subject  of  comment  in 
the  national  news  until  the  offer  of  a  private  site  adjacent  to  the 
village  of  Cobham  provided  a  temporary  solution  to  the  hazard 
occasioned  by  living  alongside  the  continuous  traffic  of  a  major 
highway. 

The  site  at  Cobham  had  many  years  previously  been  a  temporary 
nissen  hutted  military  camp  which  had  largely  been  overgrown  but  did 
have  mains  water  laid  on  and  a  dilapidated  drainage  system.  Occupation 
of  the  site  commenced  in  August  and  there  ensued  frequent  consultation 
with  the  site  manager  on  basic  hygienic  provisions  for  the  use  of  the 
camp  occupants.  Routine  visitation  of  the  area  generally  became  an 
established  feature  of  Health  Department  activity  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year.  As  the  camp  was  intended  to  be  a  temporary  expedient  to 
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give  time  to  formulating  a  more  permanent  solution  on  a  County  Council 
basis  to  the  problem  of  gypsies  and  other  wayfarers  it  became  necessary 
to  apply  the  conditions  of  the  site  licence  in  an  understanding  manner* 

It  is  a  tribute  to  the  mutual  respect  which  gradually  developed  between 
the  Authority’s  officers  and  the  site  manager  that  all  difficulties 
(and  many  arose  in  the  months  to  the  year  ending)  were  overcome  or 
ameliorated  so  far  as  proved  practical  in  the  circumstances* 

The  site  was  licenced  for  50  caravans  and  the  total  number  of 
inhabitants  amounted  to  203  when  in  full  occupation  being  made  up  of 
47  families  comprising  118  children  up  to  school  leaving  age  0  Analysis 

of  the  families  was  as  follows

It  became  apparent  to  the  local  sanitary  authority  fairly  early 
on  in  the  occupancy  of  the  site  that  opportunity  was  presented  during 
the  itinerant’s  winter  sojourn  to  try  to  aid  those  who  presented  special 
social  problems  through  illiteracy 9  poor  hygienic  standards  and  inability 
to  achieve  stability  of  employment ,  and  that  this  opportunity  to  help 
and  influence  the  gypsies  towards  a  way  of  life  most  likely  to  effect 
their  integration  into  the  community,  might  best  be  achieved  by  the 
appointment  of  an  all  purpose  social  worker  sympathetic  to  their  needs* 

A  recommendation  to  this  effect  was  forwarded  to  the  County  Council  * 

Tb  obtain  any  accurate  information  from  the  inhabitants  of  the 
camp  presented  some  difficulty  and  the  initial  reaction  to  enquiry  was 
often  greeted  with  reserve  and  until  the  officers  of  the  Council  became 
better  known,  contact  was  materially  facilitated  by  Camp  Manager 
(Mr®  Norman  N*  Dodds,  M*Pe)9  who  held  a  unique  position  of  trust  with 
the  gypsies  having  championed  their  cause  in  past  years* 

The  absence  of  any  statutory  legislation  relating  to  standards 
of  fitness  of  caravans  for  human  habitation  or  control  of  overcrowding 
meant  that  in  some  instances  living  conditions  existed  which  would  not 
have  been  tolerated  in  traditional  housing® 
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Much  of  the  body  of  the  report  is  taken  up  with  statistical 
matter  on  which  the  following  comments  are  recorded 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  meant 
that  the  growth  ©f  the  population  of  the 
district  was  maintained*  being  an  increase 
of  1460  on  the  previous  year’s  total.

The  death  rate  for  infants  under  1  year 
of  age  was  18.64$  per  1000  live  births  being 
well  in  excess  of  the  average  of  the  Rural 
District  of  10.79$  over  the  previous  5  years. 

In  spite  of  this  rise  the  figure  remained 
below  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  21.6$ 
per  1000  live  births.  Included  in  the  total 
infant  deaths  were  6  infants  who  died  within 
the  first  week  of  life.  None  of  the  children 
dying  were  illegitimate.

In  view  of  fairly  wide  spread  public  anxiety 
due  to  the.  importation  of  smallpox  into  the 
Country  vaccination  was  offered  to  the  Council 
staff  and  their  relatives*  Arrangements  were 
made  locally  and  133  attended*  In  addition 
one  local  firm  who  had  frequent  business  contact 
with  the  area  where  infection  was  first  diagnosed 
requested  advice  on  desirability  of  vaccination 
for  their  staff*  Sessions  were  arranged  to 
meet  their  requirements  * 


The  slum  clearance  programme  for  the  period 
1962-1965  was  estimated  as  104*  To  the  end  of 
the  year  under  review  70  were  dealt  with  by 
individual  action  leaving  28  occupied  and  6 
unoccupied  dwellings  for  subsequent  report 
under  Section  1 6  of  the  Housing  Act*  1957°

supplied  by  Mid  Kent  Water  Company* 

The  water  has  proved  to  be  satisfactory, both  in  quantity  and 
quality,  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  resident  domestic  population  and  42 
bacteriological  and  3  chemical  samples  were  taken  during  the  year* 
Supplied  from  wells  both  within  and  without  the  Rural  District,  the 
hardness  of  the  water  ranged  between  260  and  296  parts  per  million. 

The  following  three  pages  show  details  of  chemical  analyses  of 
the  water. 

The  water  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action.

Domestic  refuse  is  collected  weekly  throughout  the  district 
and  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  in  a  disused  chalk 
pit  situated  within  the  boundary  of  the  City  of  Rochester*  The 
refuse  tip  is  treated  regularly  to  prevent  rat  infestation  and  during 
the  summer  period  insecticides  are  applied  to  prevent  the  breeding 
of  flies  and  other  insects* 

Cesspool  and  Pail  closet  emptying 

With  the  exception  of  those  areas  in  which  a  public  sewer  is 
provided  cesspools  are  emptied,  upon  request,  free  of  charge  up  to 
a  maximum  of  four  times  per  yeapQ 

Pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly  in  the  Parishes  of  Hoo,  Isle 
of  Grain  and  Allhallows,  and  twice  per  week  in  the  Parish  of  Stoke. 

A  total  of  219  houses  have  pail  closets  and  15  have  privies.

On  pag&s  21*22*23*24  and  25  are  given  a  graphic  representation 
of  atmospheric  pollution  as  reflected  by  the  standard  deposit  gauges 
sited  in  the  areaQ  The  sum  of  the  monthly  total  solids  expressed  in 
tons  per  square  mile  are  as  follows s-

The  gauges  are  sited  to  monitor  pollution  from  particular 
cement  works  and  show  little  change  from  the  figures  for  1961®  At 
Rugby  Portland  Cement  Works  multi -cyclone  dust  arrestment  plant  was 
fitted  to  the  remaining  kilns  and  came  into  operation  at  the  end  of 
the  year0  It  is*  therefore*  expected  that  the  North  Hailing  gauge 
will  show  a  considerable  reduction  in  pollution  in  this  area  for 

1963. 


,  By  kind  permission  of  the  management  *  monthly  data  of  wind 
speed  and  direction  are  obtained  from  the  meteorological  station 
owned  and  operated  by  B.P.  Refinery  (Kent)  Limited  at  Isle  of  Grain. 
This  information  assists  when  interpreting  the  figures  obtained  from 
the  deposit  gaugeSo 

Because  of  the  problem  of  shacks  and  similar  structures  being 
occupied  in  Cliff e  Woods  where  no  water  supply  or  satisfactory 
drainage  exists*  a  survey  comprising  approximately  80  acres  was 
carried  out  and  the  details  reported  to  the  District  Council  in 
April*  1962.  As  the  area  is  divided  up  into  many  plots  under 
separate  ownership  and  in  some  cases  it  may  prove  impossible  to  find 
the  owners*  it  was  agreed  that  the  best  method  of  dealing  with  the 
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area  was  by  developing  the  area  as  a  whole  9  but  before  proceeding 
further  a  meeting  be  arranged  with  officers  of  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  to  discuss  the  whole  problem.
